It is true, that the prefent unlucky: Circumffance is 


:fach, that we are not fo much to give the People an Ac- 


cout of what they are to gain, as of what they are to 


‘lofe : But as it is with a view of awakening'them into a 


fenfe of the Lofs they have fiffered ; to this End only, vz. 
that they, im whofe Power it will be, may be perfwaded 


‘to retrieve for them the Lofs it felf; and-put them into 


a Method to Trade to France with as much Advantage 
as they did formerly, and as has been propofed; it is 
hoped, that as the Manufacturers will be improved by 
thefe Arguments in the Knowledge of their own Inte- 
reft, fo they may afterwards improve the Trade to France 
alfo, when they have an Opportunity put!into their 
Hands to do it, by the Treaty being made Effectual. 

Thofe,who would juftifie their unaccountable foy.at 
the Difappointment of their Country, in the prefent 
Treaty’s being delay’d, ate bufy in perfwading the 
Country People to believe the Conditions are bad ; 
That the Trade from England to France would fe- 
ceive no advantage from the. Treaty, but~fuftain.a 
very great lofs; that our Manufaétures are not thereby 
to be admitted into France, but upon unreafonable 
Duties, fuch as will prevent their Sale there; and 
that the Duties ftipulated to be taken off ‘by the 
French King, are not, confiderable ; and not fuch, as 
will be an Encouragement to our People to Export any 
great Quantity thither, or their People to buy them, 
when they arrive.

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They muft be no Manufaturers themfelves, nor 
much concern’d for thofe,who are, or for the Woollen 
Manufactures of Britain in general, who can read this 
Table without being feiifible of the Difadvantage our 
Trade lies under in the prefent Situation of our Cem- 
merce with France : When they fhall read the Word 
PROHIBITED continually before every Article of 
our Woollen Manufa@ure, and fhall remember, that for 
Twelve Years paft, none of all thofe Goods have been 
admitted into France but by way of Holland; whereas 
very great Quantities of Woollen Manufactures were 


_ yearly Exported thither before, befides other Goods of 


the Growth and Produétion of.our own Country, or 
of our Plantations, which is the fame thing, and ought 


_ fo to be efteemed. 


When the Queen, who always had the good of her 


Subjects, and the profperity of their Commerce at_her 
_ Heart, foirnd it was in her Power to open fuch a Door 


of Trade to her People, on Terms fo much to the lofs 
and difadvantage of France, and fo evidently to the ad- 


»wantage of her own Kingdoms ; it could not but be 


with great Satisfaction, that her Majefty gave in Charge 
to her Minifters and Plenipotentiaries, to conclude a 

he Burthens and Prohibiti- 
ons, which the miftakes of former Years had brought 


upon the Trade, and by which her Enemies were obli- 


ged to make deep Wounds in their own Trade to 
comply with thofe Demands. 

But it muft be very difobliging to the Queen, as well 
as very furprizing to her faithful Subjects, to fee, in 
what manner fome People receive, and how difingenu- 
oully they Gonftrue all her Majefty’s Endeavours to 
fhew her affectionate Concern for the Welfare of her 
Subjeéts, and the Profperity of their Commerce ; as if 
that very Care,which her Majefty has fo eminently ex- 
prefled tor their Good, was a Contrivance of Her and 


- 
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their Enemies, to betray us to the French, and to give 
up the Britith Intereft in Trade to the moft dangerous | 
Rivals they have in the World. 
No lefs do thefe People mifteprefent to the Trading | 
part of the Nation, the late Tranfaction in the Houfe 
of Commons ; as tho, when the Bill for making Effec- 
tual the Eighth and Ninth Article of the Treaty was 
laid afide for thé prefent, the Members’ of that Ho- 
nourable Affembly could be capable of Thoughts equally 
inconfiftent with Duty and Reafon, as thofé abovemen- 
tioned; or, astho’ the Treaty, which as above, is found- 
ed on her Majefty’s tender Concern for the Welfare of 
her Feit and the advantages of their Commerce, was 
in it felf Deftruftive to both. 
: By the Table above-written, they will fee, how our 
Trade to France now ftands, every Article of our Wool- 
Jen Manufactures being Prohibited in France ; and how 
before they were Prolubited, they were burthened with 
extravagant Duties; and laftly, what part of thofe Bur- 
thens or Duties are taken off by the prefent Treaty of 
Commerce, and upon what eafy Terms Her Majefty had 
obtain’d our Manufactures: to be admitted, and the Trade 
to be reftored ; all which will tend, as above, to make 
the Miftakes of our People here appear the more furpri+ 
zing, and the Succefs of thofe,who impofe upon them, 
a greater Misfortune. 
But efpecially two or three things may be obferyed 
from it, which in their own nature contradi& the com- 


mon Notions,which are now fpread among our Trading 


People about the Trade with France. 

( 1.) That the Manufactures of Wool made in France 
were fo far from being equal in Goodnefs to the Eng- 
lith, that the high Duties laid on out Goods in 1687. 
amounting to 129 Livres per Piece on our Cloths, 60 
Livres per Piece on Double Bays, 30 Livres per Piece 
on Serges, 20 Livres per Piece on Yorkfhire Cloth call’d 
Dozens, 12 Livres per Piece on Kerfies and fuch in pro- 
portion on all the reft of our Woollen Goods, was not 
yet fufficient to prevent their Sale in France, or en- 
courage the French in their fetting up new Manufa- 
étures ; but they were obliged, even in time of Peace, 
to make a total Prohibition, or elfe it had been to no 
purpofe for the French Manufacturers to po on with 
their Works. 

(2) The other Obfervation is this: From hence 
will naturally appear, the Abfurdity of our Prohibiting 
our own Trade with France. By which alone, the 
French Manufactures have come to that Perfection, 
which they are now arriv’d to; which tho’ it is not 
near what fome pretend, yet would not have been near 
what it is now, 1f the Exportation of our ManufaGtures 
had not in the firft War Been Prohibited here alfo. 

_ Thefe things fhall be farcher mentioned and explain’d 
in the next RCATOR, and more Tables laid down 
for the more clearly Informing the People ip the Dif- 
ferences between the Trade as it now is, and as it 
might now have been, had the Eighth and Ninth Arti- 
cle of the Treaty teen made Effectual. |
